The Cvllooti.na of data which f]..OtfS int . this H.o. is sufficicjit pr..^f t. es¬ 
tablish beyond dAibt that there is hardly a ms^nth g..ec by buo hat gv,.d sight¬ 
ings have been had at lon.st in s me o-untry -and often in several, thus proving 
t'lat although the i^cal sightings may bo few or ohly come in bursts, that taken 
as a whole there are Flying S-aucers ar^^und this w irld pretty Often and ri^^st 
frequent. a,nd toerofor the surmise that engenders the ab^,ve remarks are not at 
a.11 well founded, and .lily limited because of the lack of the comprehensive view. 

It has boon stated before that the vholo of this w. rk and the assessment of the 
facts frLm sightings is evoryv/hero the same .. i.o. dependant of the amount of 
inf wr::iati :n rccioved as in all v;. rk of investigation • and in this v;: rk wchave 
t ' admit that wo t.. „ often arc hindered by the gcnorcal apa,thy of the public, 
the lack of Go-^peration fr m Official bodies as well as the press, wh-. we are 
well aw'arc recieve much m^^re reports than arc made public, or c.nisidercd by 
them as v/.rth while giving space to. This a,nd the lack of desire by many ob¬ 
servers t. bo im^lucatcd publicly in tnis matter and often t got treated .as 
suffering fr.m all s.^rtG of mental afillucinati.ns etc. :and their evidence de¬ 
liberately falsified at times. 

All those fcucts go t. make up the lv>ss of pv.tontial excellent data to enable the 
true pic:uro to be portaj^od. hence th'is lack ..f information must be taken int.., 
account if we are t^ be correct in our cvaluati...ns. 

It therof..r seems that bof.^rc vq .accept the view that sightings a-ppear onl.y 
at intermittent periods, wo must 1^. k v/ith the \^/ide -..pen view .at the whole arena 
taking int account thOwt the hindrances v/o have in our l vai c^ountry through the 
aho VC mentioned la,ck ..f reports being roci:,ved. thn,t in every c untry the same 
problem faces the invostigatir, hence collocted all t_gothor tliurc may well be 
much evidence to prv>vo that the sightings are KOt so much coming in bursts, as 
•tha.t theya,ro much ni.jrc frequent tha-n is thought to bo. and t..cj?of'or must be 
assessed in the light ^ f a percentage being, added to th sc laiovni and reported 
..nes t . place the figures in their right perspective. 

Fort'inately in s mo countries much more open co-operation is now being rocived 
than in others, as is instanced in the sighting receivod fr aii/iustria and re¬ 
ported in this editi.on. v/hore quite a few governmental dopartmeats cassistod by 
a.j-^per :ting and supplying evidence v;hich tney had t ' h ind, and this being very 
carefully assembled together ajid reported with all tno other fact rs by the 
n...st c ipablo 1.. cal Flying rja,ucor gro-up. 
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3tr,angoly it sccns that tho European Cv.;untrios a,rq -uf late .giving more ^pon sup¬ 
port to Eic local societies in their r;, rk of invasti£a.1;ion. and c^-oporating 
much more in supplying data , as against the British authoi'itios and tho ULA 
wh^ seem t.. delight in thr.vina spanners uf all s..rts in the v;orks, s. mo of 
uhich arc tOs, silly f^r va,,rds in t -cir cxplana.tions nhic’j. they expect as to 
accept and believe. Hero in Australia it is probably much cur avm fault tlvat we 
d. not get the co-jpor ’.ti^n frvm official Sources, mainly due to tho .f'act that 
they aro v/ollawnro that mo are very much disunited and amost at times mistrusting 
eacu ,ther so much t..at no true possible picture can be rem.,tely assessed, thivugh 
this very lack of co-opor.ation among oursclvos. then can v/c here expect offi- 

cila,dom to bo inspiiod -vitn our behaviour or trust us ‘/ith docurnoutray dvidonce. 

It is only to he expoted that they will treat us like a let of school kids fightin 
ovpr a b.all. Possibly this applys to other cc^untrioS .also, hut v/o a-cnnct

This brings us then to the greater necessity cf Unity in our ovm local areas 
and unity with our v/orld wide Workers, and this pahso seems t.. bo very mu eh in 
good w rking order, information flwoin from o,ll sources quite freely indicate 
that the trouble is not So much internationally among groUTjs but natio.nn.lly and 
local, and it scons about time we t ok a good look at ourselves in this regard 
:aid'made s-mo real cf ort t., put those weaknesses in our machinery right. 

Tho British folk have taken a g od lead already in this and it is tc bo hop»d 
they will be able to sh-vr us that such uni'y .amongst diverse groups as they have 
is n t only possible but indo.;d \v.;rkablc.

Tho mystery of the crow of the Marie Coloste has never been ozx-'lained- it has 
become a classic sea mystery of all time. 

But I believe that all the circuihstanccs of all the crev/s ie-appearance can 
bo tocplained by a visit from a flying saucer . And the case of the JoyitaJs 
crew, which disappeared late in 1955 in the pacific , has many amzing para¬ 
llels. 

After reading the whole story of how the Celeste was disc' vorod in 1072 off 
the PevtuguGse coast under full sail vath her entire crev/ irissing and complete 
ly unaccounted for, it cannot be denied that a curse enshrouded this unhappy 
Viissol. Tho dramatic disappearance of her crew is vital to oui' present theme, 
iind just as vital is theJ'YITA case. 

Those vessels a.re only two- of many spread over a longx/oriod of time whose 
crows have vanished in strange circumst?.ncos. 

Tahu the Mario Celeste ; There are sovral facts which I vdsh to stress. First, 
tho upper rigging of the ship was slightly dam.agedas if some unusual accident 
or acitvity took place thei’c. Then, the compass was dam.?i,god. 

Aside from these, there was no note of disarray or struggle. Life had oopjart- 
ed from the shipinstantiy, apparently v/ith all the routine activity interrupted 
and nc preparations made j log book on table, clothing in order, sails set, 
galley undisturbed—but no records in the log or any’whero olso. 

Tho present court of enquiry into t o disappearance of tho Jyita has been h:im- 
stiaingby similar frustrating features. 

There - as nc sign of disorder or panic on the vessel . TJio crow was there one 
minute, gone the next . 

Before I supply what I believe to be the solution to this v/e must consider sev¬ 
eral other soa mysteries for points of similarity. 

Here is anotho case of rocont date . 

On a calm fine day, early in Feb. 1948, the Butch vessel 3.G. Ourang Medan 
was passing through t:ic Straits of Malucca in tho East Indies v/hen it sent out 
a distress call. 

Rescue ships from the Dutch Sumatra and British Malaya rushed to the vesselin 
distress. 

When they found her and boarding parties reached the Ourang Medan thye found an 
eerie sight. There wasn't a living creature in the ship. 

The Captain lay dead on the bridge. The bodies of tne other officers sprawled 
in tho whoelhouse , chartroom and wardroom .. The faithful /" Sparks" was 1 
slumped in a chain in toe radio shack, his hand still on the key. 

The bodies of the hapless crew lay everywhere ; in their rooms . And gn ..all 
the dead faces was a look of convulsive horror. 

But st.rangely there v/as no sign of wounds or injuries on any of the bodies . 

The v/ould-be resuers decided to put a towline on to the unlucky vessel and take 
her into port . But at the very moment smoke and flames belched forth from 
tho No 4 hold . Tho fire was so immediately hot and so wide spread that it was 
impossible to subdue it, 

Pr(3m that day to this no one has ever been able to determine v/hat happened to 
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*' The Joyita " (2) ' ' 

this unfortunate ship or to her officers and crev/. 

Damage aloft is a common feature of these events and clearl^^ indicates activity 
above the ship or at least above its decks* 

Kay I also suggest that there se.ms to be atendency for seloctivity tov/ard sail¬ 
ing vessles?. And don’t overlook the fact that some of these 'ships disappeared 
in the era of v/ireless and radio- disappearing so suddenly that it v^as impossible 
in most cases to radio for help to announce impending disaster . 

Now—• Let’s peer into t..e records a bit closer* First the crew. Do you begin 
to see a pattern?. Complete and sudden disappearance, v/ith no time to leave 
records of any kind, from a ship under sail, often in calm weather * 

A vory high order of selectivity— so high as to require ” purposefulness”. 

There seems a dexterity for segregation beyond tho capability of natural forces. 
But of course} The open seas provide an easy catching place. 

One thingstand out above all others. All these disappearances are almost im- 
poi::sible to explainexcept as upwards. 

All disappearances , including that of the Joyita, can be expalined in this way. 
In some of these disasters tho disappearnce of the crew is but one phase, and 
there is evidence of continued application of intelligence— from above. 

As if the force , r/hich abducted the crev/ , might have some element of compassion 
for the owners of the cargo . thvO unfortunate ship ’.7as brought c>.r-..fully to 
shore, and gently grounded, high on the sand, ’’miraculously” , as if lifted by 
giant hands”. 

TJhat better description can taere be of a ship being levitated by an intelli¬ 
gently directed force froki above?. 

Are we forever to keep on attributing these disasters v/ith their dexterity and 
selectivity to untutored storms and whirlwinds?. 

There is also a suggestion of ruthlossncss- sel ctivo- ruthlossness. There is 
something, of evasion , or socrotiveness. 

To attempt to postulate motive for space inhabitants kidnapping crews from ships 
is pure speculation, but if, as I have suggested • space contilvancos originated 
in an ancient period of our civilization long since destroyed,and that those 
seen in recent years are survivors of that destruction, it seoms reasonable to 
suppose that our space friends want to know what has j^iappened to us. On the 
other hand , bearing our two possibilties in mind as to the origin of space 
contrivances , in either case our space friends would want tc) knov/ what has 
happened to us since they left, or what has Jiappened to us since they put us 
dov/n.hore.

Boy given sedation to quiet 
his nerves.after incident- 

An 18 year old Kcenes boy was chased home Sunday night by a UT’O or some other 
unknown heavenly body 1 The whole neighbourhood out his is talking about 
it . The lad /as so frightened he ran into his home , awa’.cened his father §nd 
mother , and when his dad saw it ho ran insido for his shotgun . 

They v/ondered if it may bo some Invading force from Mars...or Russia. 

When the father displayed his gun , the object seemed to come closer. 

So the fanily ran back into the house ... gathered inthe kitchen and turned 
out the lights . Quickly they called the police at Mt Vernon. Fairfield pol¬ 
ice v/ere notified to keep v/atch . At first the police thought they were pok¬ 
ing. Among the officers rushing to the scene v/as Deputy Sheriff Harry Lee 
of Fairfield . It v/as different to anything I ever sav/, ” said Mr. Lee. 

" It v^^s up in the sky to the southeast at about 45 deg. angle . I couldn’t 
make any form to it, except that of a big round light, something like a star, 
althou{^v it didn’t flicker any,” deputy Lee said. ” It v/as moving upward and 
to the southeast and kept this general direction ” When asked what is was, 
tho deputy just shook his head in wonderment . 

The boy who first saw tho object v/as Ronnie Austin, son of ?r and Mrs Orville 
Austin , who lives v/cst of thc”Big Store” in Hickory Hill township. 

Ronnie and his girl friend , Miss Phyliss Bruce, wore returning homo about 
eleven o’clock from the drive -in movie at Mt Vernon v/hen they noticed it t 
through the door ^/indow of their car. ” It was white and round and about the 
size of an automobile , ” said Ronnie in describing the object to a press re¬ 
porter. ” It just soared along over the tree tops. We could toll it wasn’t 
an airplane . Every once in a while it would swoop over tov/ard our car. 

I tried to get away from it,” continued Ronnie. ” But when I’d speed up, 
it’d speed up; when I’d slov/ dowTi , I’td slow down . I drove up to 120 miles 
an hour but it stayed right with us. Wo were scared to death •” A gross 
reporter hastened to tho Austin neighbourhood early Monday morning . 

A neighbour Mrs j uiguc ’^’ithrow , wa,s excited about the hap eriings. She ms 
called during the night to view the object. ” It was ten times brighter than 
the moon,W she said, ” and much bigger t‘ian a star.” Roxie Austin, Ronnie’s 
sister , v/as talking about the event. She doxribed the object as ” having a 
white glow with some sort of an object projecting from it.” 

Ronnies grandmot ler, Mrs Sbbie austin, was also excited about the affir. 
viicn interviev/ed she said ” That boy’s about to have a nervous breakdown,, 
There’s sucha thing as a person being scared to death.. I’m worried about him. 

I knov^ there was something vn/ong last night... our dogs yelped and barked all 
night long. The boy’s mother is an inspector at Airtex Products in Faifield 
She said she had no idea what the object was, but that it came far too close 
to their home for comfort. Asked if they discussed t. c incident at break¬ 
fast this morning , she exclaimed, ” Breakfastl We were so excited we didn’t 
even have any. ” Mrs. Aistin is a daughotr of Curt Tyler of Fayno City.

Ronnio told the reporter that tho object at one time turned from white to a 
ycllov/ glow. He said it seemed to give off a cool feeling once when it 
passed over his car. A crowd of 25 or more gathered out there around the Aus¬ 
tin homo to view |thc objoc at different times during the night . 

Village Marshall eorge Sexton, of Wayne City, rushed to tho scene. 

He said v;hen he arrived ho saw nothing more than v/hat appeared to him tobo the 
Morning Star. He said Ronnio became so excited while he v;as there that he had 
to bo carried into the house. State Trooper Richard Gidcuinb, of McLeansboro, 
told the press ho saw a strong light flash across the sky on Sunday night, but 

he seemed to question the flying object story the boy told. Ronnie’s girl 

friend,who viewed t.iC phonomif:.. .n with him , isPhyliss Bruco . Police Radio 
Operator Kenneth Talbot said he v/atchod it in tho south- eastern sky until 4;' ' 

” It looked like a cross in the heavens to me said Mr Talbot, 

Mike Hill of Fairfield , told friends he was up at midnight, and noticed an 
unusually bright and brilliant light in the south-eastern sky

Tho boy relates what happened. 

Ronnie Austin , gavo the gross tho following eoxclusivo account of what happened 
Sunday Night . s My girl friend . Phv'liss Bruco and I had driven to Mt. Vernon 

and attended a drive-in movie • Wo saw the show, ” Tho Escape” an exciting 

picture of a German prison camp. About eleven o’clock wo headed out of Mt . 
Vernon oast on route 15 mile for home. Phyliss had gotten angry at me and as 
v/o drove along cast past the airport I leaned over to speak to hor and v/hen I 
looked out tho car vdndow to the south I savr this big white object moving 
along just over tho tree tops • It looked as big as an automobile. I said 
to Phyliss , ” Look there at that thing , ^diat is it an airplane?” 

Phyliss looked out and rclpiod, ” No, it’s not an airplane., it doesn’t havo 

tho flashing rod and green lights.” Then jokingly,! roma-rkod ,’’Maybe it’s 
some little rod and green men from Mars coming to got us.” 

\ihon I said that I did notroalizc tho exciting experience that was about to bo 

ours . ” WhonI’d spo .-^d up the;, car tho object v/ould speed up also. Whon I slowed 

dov/n it slowed do^m . My car is built for racing and at one point I drove 120 
miljw an hour and it stayed rightTdth me . At first it was south side of the 
road and then it passed over in front of mo to tho north side. One time it 
camo vdthin a hundred feet of the car. I had my radio tuned to WLS.. I thought 
they’d announce if some foreign attack v/as underway. Whon tho thing crossed 
over my car tho radio wont crazy... it made all kinds of sounds so I turned 
it off. 

Vlhon v/o reached my girl friends place her sister, Porrostino, got up and camo 
outside and looked at it. And all of a sudden it started moving closer so we 
ran inside, turned the lights out and v./atched it through tho windov/. Finally, 

I had to go home so I mado a rmn for the car. That’s whon the fun really began. 
Soon as I pullod away from tho house tho object began to follov/. Mo or my car' 

seemed to attract it. I really poured tho coal to the car and I must have boon 

doing a 120 whon I topped the hill on the gravel road not far from our placo. 

I was coming into a dead end spot in the highway and tho object socmed to exort

some strange force on my car, otherwise I would have never been able to make 
the turn . It slowed mo down at an unvbcliGvablc rate of speed . The the thing 
came straigiit toward mo and hovered over my car, lly car engine started to miss 
it wouldn't hardly go,, finally the motor died. I didn't know what was going to 
happen then . Then the li^t moved over to the side of the highway, overhead, 
and my car started. I raced for homo. I ran inside and woke up dad and mom. 

They thought I waa drunk or had gone crazy. Dad ran outside and took one look 
and ran back inside for his gun. He has a 12 guage Romin:jton automatic. 

When the object sav/ the gun it moved right toward us. V/o ran back inside. 

Dad got us all 'into the kitchen and turned off the lights. He called the police 
at Mt. Vernon. First the phono was dead, but on a second try he got through . 
The policco at first, thought we wore Joking. At this point I v/as so excited 
tho folks sav/ I needed medical attention so they called Dr. Konarski at Fairfield 
and ho told them v/hat to give mo. Vvhon the police arrived they saw the strange 
object, too. Two of my buddies, Gary Karachor and Tom ICissner stayed there 
aiid watched it all night. It was still visible when the sun came up about 
4 o’clock this morning. 

Tho objoct was round and moved v/ith tho uugodly speed I over saw.. I aan’t 

imagine V7aht it was.

Tho above account is vory similar to thoso which occurred hero in South Aust. 
a fev/ months later , although not perhaps so dramj»tic, yet in each case tho 
objoct hovered etc over cars, as the .South Aust. incidents oc'::urred in V .y - 
same month thoro is naturally some question as to whether there was some 
connection. The dates of tho Mt. Gambior incidents v/oro from 17th to 20th May 
later followed a few days lator by another at Sandycrock a fov/ days lator. 
and although there is sovoral hundroda of milos from o.ach point, it appears 
thoro wa.3 some connection of those. Now with this evidence before us. Is it 
possible that there was a flap of saucer sightings about that time, each of 
which behaved similarly in regard to cars. ?.

One thing however is we think important to note and wwould 
bo worth while for comparison is that thus area in S. Aust so frequently vis¬ 
ited is the site of one large extinct volcano, Mt Gambier being a large volcano 
wliich has been filled in by a large Lake known as the Blue laicc because of 
its strange habit of appearing" blue" this phenomena being more particularly 
noticed at certain times of the year. There are six otner extient volcanoes 
alos in that area of the country. 

It appears therefor that the theory held by many.and that ox your Editor 
viz that saucers do maJ^e their visits in such weak faults of the ear^rhs crust 
This is particularly so as far as South Australia is concerned, and it seems 
that a general study of this would bo worth giving consideration to by the 
\7orld wide clubs to see how many of these sightings arc found along such lines 
here in Australia your Editor has proved almost that the greatest number of 
sightings in this country at least have been along and around such v/eak fault 
areas, "hy not let us get our heads 't’d^ether-on this.

Adelaide 22/2/6d " HL'JIY SEE OBJECTS " 

Plying objects in the Adelaide sky, seen by msi^-y people last night, turned 
out to be a cylindrical weather balloon- but sightings in the morning and a 
" 200 ft. object" reported from the South-East on Thursday night, have not 
been explained. 

Last night a Croydon ( near Adelaide ) youth spotted a " rodciish-bro™, foot 
ball shaped thing" in the sky about 8. p.m. He telephoned the " Advertiser" 

Soon after’.Tards , a primary school teacher of Payncham . phoned to report a 
dull glowing object hovering in the sky soon after 8.p.m. moving toward the 
Adelaide Hills • To;7i men at Bla.ckvVood also reported seeing it. 

A spokesman fur the meteorological station at Adelaide Air port said last 
night that a v/hito weather balloon 7* ft, by 5 f't. and cylindrical in shape 
had been reloased botv/oon 8, p.m. and 8. 30. p.m. 

" It could have been given a reddish- brown glov/ by the city lights," ho said 
" It 7/aG carried toward the foothills bgr south-south- v/ost winds of between 
five and 10 knots belov/ 59000 ft . 

Six reports of objo< is in the sky early yesterday morning varied from " 
brigiit flying discs" v/ith dark edges, seen st 6.45* Ly four men working 
at the Milo End Railway yards, to ahright light seen at 5-15 Ly two Elizabeth 
police men on patrol. 

On Thur^.day evening, a South East grazier-his voice shaking-- phoned 

from Salt Tv ’ k Post Office to report that a 200 ft, flying saucer had 
followed his car along a quiet stroctch of highway near Tilley Sr/amp 
30 miles north of Kingston .

‘’I don^t knov; v/hat it was^’ ho said, ** I’ve laughed at stories about flying 

saucorc , but.... I v/as soarod to death . ” 

" It v/as at loaot 3 chains acroGs( 198 ft) and it made a noise similar to a

” At 6.17 exactly I vras driving along and I hoard this sound, I looked out 
to the right- hand side of the road and saw this great big shadow. It soomod 
to bo going along ^?ath mo • 

” It soomod to bo hanging there like it was on a cord. It soomd to be a sil¬ 
very kind of colour . I only saw it for a couple of seconds, and tnen it moved 
off and the n took off at an incredible speed.

Sighting reports wore recicved in great numbers by the Gendarmery, observator¬ 
ies , The Central Institute of metC' rology a,nd the Research Centre of the 
Gossellscharft fur interplanetarik at'-Vienna.

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west on a level course. No one v/as able to judge its height correctly^ but 
as this object was observed at the sane time at Salzburg and golling 15 "to 
10 Ian . a.partj and as in between is the mountain of Hoch Schlenken 1649 km* 
the object must have had a middle elevation of bet'ween 5 "to 10 k.m. 

If one considers a routine service plane, which has an allotted ceiling of 
10 km. and which can be hardly seen 'Tith the bare eyes, and as the object 
has been described as a largo rocket-like body, one can assume that it had 
at least the size of a dirrigible. ( Zoppelino) The direction of its flight 
has now been ascertained, coming from the v/est( Franlcfurt on Maine) over the 
towTiG of Ranschofen , Salzburg, Gulling, Franonmrkt, Linz/3).

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LANDINGS CLAIIGD IN SOUTH AU£TIL'\LIA. R:J''JffiKABLU REPORTS. 


The follov/ing incidents are those gathered from invstigators avd other sources 
Noth of v;hich claim to he actual landings of craft. One on the Northern Area 
of South Aust . and the other adjacent to the city of Adelaide about 4-5 
miles from the metropolos. and in a v/ell huklt up area. 

The First case appears to he very authentic and certainly has factors v/hich 
can he compared with other incidents in other parts of the world. 

Drawings of the various major incidental details are given on pages at end of 
this account . 

Ppr purposes of identification we will call the First account the Northern 
and the second the Plympton the name of the area where it took place. 

The first indident of the Northern story begins some years hack. 

The account was given by the lady, who 7/as the wife af a farmer . who himself 
corroborated some of the details.

Their first encrounter’with the saucer and its occupanthrought to their memory 
the fact that some years previous the husband had seen over his old tool shed 
a large glov/ing round object which hovered above it and was clearly visible 
his attentionhad been dravm to it by his children ( tv;o sons) who also saw it 
and gave evidence . After some few minutes it lifted and left disappearing into 
the sky very swiftly . 

Tlie man reported this to the meteorologicak Dept, who later said that It v/as 
a plane from Broken Hill v/hich ‘.ad got off course. an .oxpl3,nation that even 
a child vTOuld find hard to acc^^i^t. 

The ladys initial experience began v/itli her seeing a glow out of the window 
and looking out saw a man dressed as given in drawing . she said he had a cloak 
and long gauntlets and was carrying a long rod - like thing at the end of which 
v/as a light of some sort . he was moving it aor^and the ground and then to the 
trees at the rear . The decription given abd her drav/ing of it tallys almost 
v/ith that of the Italian incident and v/hich is recorded pictorially in the 
well kno\7n Keziah Chart . Notice the resmeblance of the helmet, the cloak, the 
gauntlets and the long leg boots, to t:ie knees. This lady had no knowledge of 
any such matters. This incident occurred just prior to Christmas of 1963* 

On Uednedday evening of February I9th. The same evening as the Mi tor was 
being interviewd on Oh.innel 9 T.V. The lady agin experienced the same Phenom¬ 
enon. in that the glov appeared outside and she lo::ked and saw the man again 
with this time a box like arrangemnet ( 16ke a large camvs?a) it had a frontis¬ 
piece 7/hich he pointed toward the house and a form of ray emerged and loot up 
her room . and uppn the wall she sav7 the picture of a msin with long hair, 
and a pleasant face encircled around with a halo like glow, surrounding the image. 

She became concerned and reported the matter to the police who supplied the 
details for further investigation to the local Saucer Group. 

Another factor which v/as of significance was that on the second and third 
occasion whon the ” man” wus seen she smelt very perocptibly a strong pungent 
and disagroeablo odor in tho room similar to b^urnt balcelito. 
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Northern sighting cent. 

The sequence of events then in this case is as follo’:;s. 

7 Years ago the husband and his sons saw the first object 

Last December 1963 . just before Christmas the first " nmn " \/as seen. 

On. Peb 19 th . 1964 they recievo another visit. 

Pollening this objects v/ero observed in the sky by the lady . 

On Priday Ilarch 6th an earth tremour v/as felt in the vicinity of this area. 
This is tho facts to date an,y further v/o are ablo to obtain vlll be given in 
our next, if not availbale by the time this goes to print . 


THL' PLWTON Glf:'?ING . 29th Peb. I 964 . 

This case docs not appear on the surface to be as authentid as that above al¬ 
though it is hoard to doubt the sincerity of tho vd-tnesses. v/ho were scouts 
and sv.'orc on their honour and v/ero prepared to take an oath that the story they 
related v/as true in every dct-il. 

Tho facts are that they were playing on a; forts oval , knomi as the V/iegal 
Oval, which lies about 4 miles on the west ox* Adelaide. 

They clcim that the saw a saucer land on tho oval, as described in drawing 
given . and that a man got out dressed almost similarly to the one in the 
Northern Case, except t’lat tho gauntlets were smaller , and more like mittens, 
othcrvlso tho capo and the buttons were the same, duration was about 3 min. 

They sadmittod they v/ore scared, but no approach was m.adc by either party to 
contact the other . the man got out walked around and thengot back into the 
craft which disappeared into tho sky . in a flash . 

They reported this to their parents on the follorlng Monday and the police were 
notified and investigators sent dovm to interorgate the lads. 

The investigators felt that the lads wore tolling the truth, by their corrobor 
ation of independant evidence , and their obvious sincerity . 

There arc however facts which should be placed before our readers which should 
be considered, in that A T.V. interview v/as given by one of the invostogators 
t’le night before Priday, in which he related about tho above Northern case, and 
showed the drawing of the " qjan" as given by tho lady . as well as craft of 
tho saucer variety . If the boys saw that T.V. show it could have influenced 
their story somev.'u5,t . 

Also the invcstigacors questioned neighbours nearby, some of whoso houses faced 
tho oval. One man v/ho claJ‘ s he was out in his gradon and ncver"sav/ a thing" 
Also tho time factor which v/as supposed to bo at 2.30 in tho afternoon, in braod 
da^^light . As this oval is closely adjacent to two main highways upon which 
large streams of traffic flow , especially of a Saturday afternoon, and no one 
reported seeing an object of this kind in the sky . Rising. Hovering? , or 
crossing the horizon, and as one of the highways runs east and west, and the, 
other north and south it would hardly be possible that a,t least it would have 
boon able to cross cither direction in its ascent withoxit being seen by at least 
some driver on either road. This does not however prove the la.ds story as a 
hoax or even some flight of vivid imagination, for it is hard to amko 4 lads 
toll the same story without tripping up somev/hcro in dci^,il. 

Considering the " mat and dcinat" behaviour of some sa,ucors the above could well 
bo that the other people did not see anything, although it would bocoratinly 
unusua,! and h?rd to convince a very material public, in su-^h a case.

Ono thing which docs mako tho story wank, is that they waited till Monday to 
report it . a lapse of tv;o days. . It is not knov/n if tho investigators exam 
ined the ground of tho oval in tho particula.r site of the landing for marks 
of any kind, so no confirmation can he given on that score. 

iIov;evor tho hfiotr makes the report and leaves it to the readers to evaluate 
for thcmsilvGS. ;:atli more detail the case could ho possibly proved either v/ay, 
but until this is possible it is loft to you to decide for yourself.

ON Sunday evening the Editor rociovod a report from a very respectable gentle 
man who lives near to Adelaide, who observed a craft lieing stationary early 
tjmt morning at 1.20 a. m. It appeared to be at about 45 clog, angle and vAas 
to his nalvcd eye about 6 in across, ho felt it could have been about 40 mile 
av.^y at the back of tho hills near Adelaide. 

He first obsorvod it as a large star-like object but realised it was too big 
for such . its behaviou soon dispooled any doubts of that. Tho moon v/as at 
the left of the object some distance av;ay and thus ruled out any optical ills- 
sion of it being that satellite.

After hovering itrose a iittlc and moved to tho S.S. and then moved in 3 to 4 
concentric . circles then shot forvAard again and again porformod the same circling 
motions . It first appeared a v.htish the.a red and changed from cr«ago to rod 
as it raanouvrod ^round.* and omitted a red sha.ft of light, on one side also 
it appeared to omit a v/hito ray projecting down’wards.asasluift of light . 

Upon leaving it turned to rod and disappeared sv/iftly into the south . 
at incrodib'c speed. 

The Edito v>ho .intorviowod this man was perfectly satisfied of his credentials 
and intcgCt-ty . An amusing factor was his vafos annoyance that he not bothered 
te awaken ner, It appears from tho ovidcnco and the distanoo etc. that this 
object must have been q^uito a large ono. Here arc the outlines as given of the 
craft and its movements.

\7indow of your house, vfhero the suns, rays'penetrate though,drav; curtSins, and 
lay on floor \vith ‘sun’s rays .pouring onto your body v/ith color* needed over it. 
WATM . For stomach trouble. Wounds, Fever,Csstirtis. sore throat. 

RE D VfATER . For Anemia, Blood warming. Hard tumours. .* -• 

yMi LOW V’ A.TER For. Kidneys , liver, bile, cor -ipation . bowels, dormant
